To-MORROW, wherever loyalty to For State University Regents, 
the Union is eherishe! and the

SHERIDAN IMPROVING. TELEGRAPHIC BREVITIES. 


Possibie Chances that He May Re- 
cover—His Combativeness still 
Asserts itself. 

Wa-HINGTON, May 28.—At 5 o’clock 
this evening Sheridan was resting 
easily. Colonel Kellogg, one of his 
Aides, expressed the opinion that the 
General is really-bett+r. He instantly 
recognizes any of his friends who enter 
the reom, «nd often inquiresaf er their 
health. “Atno time,” said Kellogg, 
4*bas the General given up hope.”’ 

A bulletin prepared at 8:30 this eve- 
ning says that Sheridan passed a mos' 
comfortable d*-y. He dozed at inter- 
vals, and at. 5 o’clock in the evening 
had a quiet sl ep of nearly an hour’s 
duration, from which he awoke feeling 


refreahed and cheerful. He has slept 
oecasionally, since which his mindh s 
become perfectly clear and he is 
stronger, His pul<e has gained tn 
force and revularity, and at mo time 
has exceeded 110. His respiraiicn 
shows great improvement, avd the 
aeration of the blood is better. The 
swelling of the legs has entirely dis 
appeared. He takes sufficient food, 
and his tongue, which was previously 
much coated, is now clear. His secre- 
Lions are normal, and he says he feels 
splendid,

Our people in travers- 
ing the country have an eye single 
to the discovery of the precious 
metals. Itisonly by chance that 
they fiud anything in the nature of 
precious stones—either accident or 
the occurrence of the stone in great 
abundance, as in the case of the 
moss agate. In Nevada we have 
several kinds of stones now begin- 
ning to be in demand among lapi- 
daries, but no one as yet makes a 
business of collecting them. 

@Beautiful agates are found in all 
parts of the State. Those of Aurora, 
Esmeralda county, and Sap Av- 
tonio, Nye county, are particularly 
fine. In both these localities are 
also found great numbers of geodes 
containing crystals of a variety of 
colors;..also transparent drops or 


_.|dnedulesia an unerystafized form. 


In some localities the soil is full of 
these geodes, and they ‘are~dug up 
like potatoes, They areofall sizes, 
from that of a walnut to such as are 
a foot in diameter. = =e 
Amethysts of good “color are 
found on the Co.astock, particularly 
in the mines at Gold Hill. Corue- 
lians are plentiful io # score of 


places. 

At American Fiat, at Walker 
Lake, and at San Antonio, Nye 
county, are found beautiful speci- 
mens of chaleedony. At American 
Fiat are immense quantities of it; 
some quite trauspareut, some red 
and some blue. Also here is found 
the green variety, crysoprase. 

The crysalite occurs in many lo- 
calities where there is basalt or ba- 
saltic rocks. Some good crystals of 
a fine green color are found in the 
volcanic rocks at the south eod of 
Curson valley, on the Aurora road. 

Garnete, though not of very fine 
‘quality, are found in ashoe 
county, about Steamboat Springs. 

Jasper of every ebaie and hue is 
found in all parts of the State. 

Labradorite occurs in the dark 
colored rocksin Black Rock Mining 
District, Humboldt county. Some 
of the crystals are of large size and 
opalescent. No search has been 
made, but it is thought that many 
other gem stones exist in the Black 
Rock region. It is a re-ion little 
known. Assoon asit was dis»cov- 
ered that it contained n° precious 
metals, except such as wer- put in 
its ores by “salters,’’ the place was 
deserted. 

Prase and praseolite of a hand- 
some tleek-green are found io 
Washoe county, vear the Truckee 
river. Some is violet in oue direc- 
‘tion and yellowish-green seen in 
another. 

Tourmaline is found near Em- 
pire and in some otber localities, 
as in granite aloug the upper waters 
of the Truckee. It is not only 
found in the black crystils, tbree 
and six sided, but also blue (indi- 
ealits,) and ; bubellite. ; 

Natralite ia found in the igneous 
rocks of Storey county in globular, 
siellated and divergent crystallizs- 
tions, associated with scolecite or 
iime mescaty pe. 

sodalite, in bluish dodecahe- 
drous masses, is found in several 
localities. It is composed princi- 
pally of soda, silica and alumina, 
aud is only a mineralogical gem. 

It seems probable that valuable 
preeious stones may be found inthe 
Amargosa region, down toward 
Death valley. There areseen im- 
mense strata of washed gravel that 
have been stool! on edge by vol- 
canic action, and there all manner 
of rocks bave been changed by out- 
bursts of subterranea fires; some 
so. recent that lava flows cover the 
gravel bed. In the Death valley 
re iop, .tep, near Benuett’s Wells, 
is what is called ‘Curious Buttes,”’ 
or the  “B-lted Mountains.” 
These are composed of sandstone in 
great part and exhibit beits of strat- 
ified rock of brilliant red and blue 
colors. Near by are found strata of 
jtacolumite (flexible sandstone), 
which in Brazil is the gangue of the 
diamond, In the South African 
mines the gems are found iv what 
is called ‘“‘blue stuff” and in a de- 
cidedly volcanic region. The blue 
strata of the “Belted Mountains’ 
may be of the same oature as the 
‘‘blue stuff’’ of the mines about 
Kimberley. There certainly has 
been an abunidauce of volcanic ac- 
tion in the Amargosa and Death 
valley regions, -Basaltic rocks 
have been upheaved through (and 
bave flowed over) limestone, sand- 
stone and other sedimentary rocks, 
and about the basalt is found per- 
idatite and crysalite, tlie same as is 
seen to be the case at the Kimber- 
ley mines, ‘

General W. HM. L. Barnes Testifies 
—HMow Clara Bell Secured Bail.

Barnes, upon which he framed his 
cross-complaint charging plaintiff 
with adultery. 

General Barnes was sworn asa 
witness yesterday morning, says the 
SanF rancisco Bulletin,aud he finally 
contradicted the testimony of these 
doctors and said that they gave him 
the information upon which he 
based the cross-complaint. 

R. B. Mitchell testified in sub- 
stance that be was employed by the 
defendant on November 19th. Mr.

This 
was 10 0’clock Saturday night and 
Mrs. McDonald refused to leave the 
jailand eccompary him. Thenext 
day he went to816} Haight street, 
where he met Ra” kia and Brecken- 
ridge, and they went to see a base- 


ball game. He thought Brecken- 
ridge was a stranger in the city, Lut 
he found that he was acquainted 
with many people. Some time after 
that McDonald told Mitchell that 
Breckiuridge was an assumed name. 
Breckeuridge contiuuaily visited 
Mrs. McDonald's house and often 
to 'k luuch t :ere, 

Witness was told by McDonald 
that he felt sorry for his wife, aud 
was very glad to Know she had been 
released from jail. Breckenridge 
would stay around the house of 
Mrs. MeDunald to see that she did 
not waut avything and that she 
did not g> away and leave her 
bondsmen in tne lurch. EKvery day 
for about a week Breckeuridge re- 
ported to MeD.nald that Mrs. Me- 
Donald was getting along well. He 
(Mitchell) called upon Mrs MeDou- 
auld five or six times and did all be 
could to make an amicable settie- 
ment of this important case. He 
paid Breckeoridze $20 out of his 
ovh pecket, with woich money 
Breckenrid.e said he purchaseu suj,:- 
plies for Mrs. Mc Douald. A few 
days after Mitebeli pad been em- 
ployed in the matter, Breckenridge 
came to his office with a nute from 
Mrs. MeDouaid for swalm. Me-
